The Elba Volunteer Fire 
Department accepted a 
grant check Tuesday after- 
noon, June 7, from the Fire- 
house Subs Public Safety 
Foundation that is allowing 
the department to update its 
extrication equipment uti- 
lized in many traffic crash 
emergencies. 

The grant check was in 
the amount of $24,445. 

Elba Fire Chief Drew 
Parker said his wish is for 
the extrication equipment 
to never leave the truck

The possession charge 
carries a $5,000 bond while 
the criminal mischief charge 
carries a $500 bond.

ment will be better equipped 
to save the lives of their fel- 
low citizens in motor vehi- 
cle accidents,” said Emma- 
Jean Livingston, manager 
of public relations for Fire- 
house Subs. 

She said funds collected 
for this donation were made 
by guests in Firehouse Subs 
restaurants. 

Livingston said there 
are three ways to donate 
to the foundation for the 
grant funds — purchase of a 
pickle bucket for $3, donate 
change at the register, or 
round up a check to the next 
dollar at Firehouse Subs. ~ 

Such donations led to 
Tuesday’s presentation to 
the Elba Volunteer Fire De- 
partment at the Firehouse 
Subs franchise restaurant 
in Enterprise, Ala., which is 
owned by Elba native Der- 
ick Thomas. 

“T am thankful to be a part 


of a restaurant that is not 


just a restaurant but is part 
of a partnership with a foun- 
dation that leads to things 
like this all over the nation,” 
said Thomas. 

He also thanked the fire- 
fighters for their service 
and said he was honored 
to partner with them also 
in acquiring the live-saving 
equipment —a TNT Cutter, 
Spreader, Ram with Exten- 
sion Kit and accessories — 
via the grant funds. 

After accepting the of- 
ficial grant check from 
Thomas, Chief Parker said 
he was thankful to be able

The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday eve- 
ning, June'6, for its regular 
monthly meeting, and the 
council presented a ‘key to 
the city’ to a longtime com- 
munity volunteer. 

Mayor Kathy Holley pre- 
sented the symbolic ‘key to 
the city’ to Barbara Herron 
as she thanked Herron for 
her many years of volunteer 
service to New Brockton. 
Specifically, Holley recog- 
nized Herron for 20 years 
of planning the annual 
Christmas Parade. 

A surprised Herron 


thanked the mayor and town 
council for the honor, and 
said she serves as a commu- 
nity volunteer because she 


loves New Brockton. 

Also, during the meet- 
ing, the mayor recognized 
the reigning New Brockton 
Queens. These young ladies 
were crowned in April. A 
total of 10 reigning queens 
were recognized during the 
meeting, and the mayor pre- 
sented each with a pin to 
attach to her sash. 

Brock Matthews brought 
a concept before the coun- 
cil during Monday night’s 
meeting for a new subdi- 
vision in the community 
that would begin with eight 
homes. He said these homes 
would be at least 1,800 sq. 
ft. each, and since the town 
does not have water service 
in the area being targeted, 
the home would be on sep- 
tic systems. 

Matthews noted the pro

be rezoned for residential 
before the project could 
move forward. However, he 
said he was coming before 
the council Monday night to 
get its reaction to the idea. 
The council gave its 
approval to move forward 
with potential rezoning to 
make way for the subdivi- 
sion proposed by Matthews. 
The New _ Brockton 
Senior Center will receive 
some help from the town as 
Mayor Holley suggested the 
town help pay for gas for the 
center in its efforts to deliv- 
er meals to seniors. She said 
the current prices for gaso- 
line were taking a toll on 
the center’s budgeted funds; 
therefore, the mayor recom- 
mended the town assist the 
center by paying for gas 
to deliver the daily meals 
via the SARCOA program. 
Council members gave their 
approval to the recommen-

of death can still feel very sudden and shocking. 


You may think you should be feeling the emotions typically associated 
with grief such as sadness, anger, regret, or loneliness — but instead, 
you may feel nothing at all.

Andrew 
had sworn his brothers to secrecy so that I would not 
find out about their death-defying fun. Everything was 
great until their little sister came outside and saw them. 
They were so afraid that she would tell me about what 
they were doing (because in their minds, she was my 
favorite) that they told her she could do it if she prom- 
ised not to tell. : 

They helped her climb up on the roof and off she 


jumped. She was so excited about her accomplishment » 


that she immediately jumped off the trampoline and 
made a beeline for the door while screaming “daddy 
guess what I did”. I was awakened from a Sunday 
afternoon nap in my chair by her declaration, followed 
by the sound of three boy screaming “Abby nooooo00” 
She had my full attention. Thankfully, it all turned out 
ok, and they were warned of the consequences of ever 
doing that again. 

Fully awake now and sitting in my recliner, I couldn’t 
help but think that sin is just like that.

The Fall 2022 application 
deadline for Enterprise 
State Community Col- 
lege’s first traditional Prac- 
tical Nursing program has 
been extended to Monday, 
June 13. 

The new, three-semester 
program will hold its first 
classes on August 22. 
Throughout the program, 
students will receive es- 
sential skills training in 
IV therapy, wound care, 
head-to-toe assessments, 
medication administration 
and more while receiving 
hands-on experience in the 
nursing field through clini- 
cals and training simula- 
tors in the newly renovated 
nursing lab on campus. 

“We are all too'éWare of 
the growing need of li- 
censed nurses not only 
here in the Wiregrass, but 
across our state and na- 
tion also,” Interim Presi- 
dent Danny Long. said. 
“At Enterprise State, we 
are taking every step pos- 
sible to help to meet those 
needs, including design- 
ing a state-of-the-art nurs- 
ing facility that offers our 
students training situations 
that will only help them 
be more successful in the 
field.” 

The traditional nursing 
program is the latest addi- 
tion to the college’s health 
science program offerings 
and the second nursing 
program offered on cam- 
pus. During the Spring 
2022 semester, the first 
group of practical nurs- 
ing students took part in a 
special pinning ceremony 
for the college’s unique, 
Practical Nursing Bridge 
Program on May 6.

Alligator tag registration open until July 13 


The Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources (ADCNR) opened online registration for the 
state’s regulated alligator hunts on June 7, 2022, at 8 a.m. 
Registration must be completed by 8 a.m., July 13. For 
complete season information visit www.outdooralabama 

A total of 260 Alligator Possession Tags will be distrib- 
uted among five hunting zones. The administrative fee to 
apply for an Alligator Possession Tag is $22 and individu- 
als may register one time per zone. While the tag is free, 
the selected hunters and their assistants are required to 
have valid hunting licenses in their possession while hunt- 
ing. 

Only Alabama residents and Alabama lifetime license 
holders ages 16 years or older may apply for tags. Alabama 
lifetime license holders may apply for an Alligator 
Possession Tag even if they have moved out of the state. 

Hunters will be randomly selected by computer to 
receive one Alligator Possession Tag each (the tags are 
non-transferable). The random selection process will uti- 
lize a preference point system. The system increases the 
likelihood of repeat registrants being selected for a hunt as 
long as the applicant continues to apply. The more years 
an applicant participates in the registration, the higher the 
likelihood of being selected. If an applicant does not regis- 
ter for the hunt in a given year or is selected and accepts a 
tag for a hunt, the preference point status is forfeited. 

Applicants can check their selection status on’ July 13, 

after 12 p.m., at https://publichunts.dcnr.alabama.gov/ 
public. Thosé selected to receive a tag must confirm their 
acceptance online by 8 a.m., July 20. After that date, 
alternates will be notified to fill any vacancies. Applicants 
drawn for the hunt are required to complete an online 
Alligator Training Course prior to accepting their hunter/ 
alternate status. The official course will be available on the 
applicant’s status page upon login. 
-_ If selected for an Alligator Possession Tag at two or 
more locations, hunters must choose which location they 
would like to hunt. The slot for locations not chosen will be 
filled from a list of randomly selected alternates. 

Hunting zones, total tags issued per zone and hunt dates 
are as follows: 

SOUTHWEST ALABAMA ZONE - 100 Tags 
Locations: Private and public waters in Baldwin and 
Mobile counties north of interstate 10, and private and 
public waters in Washington, Clarke and Monroe counties 
east of U.S. Highway 43 and south of U.S. Highway 84. 
2022 Dates: Sunset on August 11, until sunrise on August 
14. Sunset on August 18, until sunrise on August 21. 


COASTAL ZONE - 50 Tags 


Locations: Private and public waters in Baldwin and 
Mobile counties south of Interstate 10. 2022 Dates: 
Sunset on August 11, until sunrise on August 14. Sunset 
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on August 18, until sunrise on August 21. 

SOUTHEAST ALABAMA ZONE —- 40 Tags 
Locations: Private and public waters in Barbour, Coffee, 
Covington, Dale, Geneva, Henry, Houston and Russell 
counties (excluding public Alabama state waters in Walter 
F. George Reservoir/Lake Eufaula and its navigable tribu- 
taries). 2022 Dates: Sunset on August 13, until sunrise 
on September 5. 

WEST CENTRAL ALABAMA ZONE - 50 Tags 
Locations: Private and public waters in Monroe (north 
of U.S. Highway 84), Wilcox and Dallas counties. 2022 
Dates: Sunset on August 11, until sunrise on August 14. 
Sunset on August 18, until sunrise on August 21. 

LAKE EUFAULA ZONE - 20 Tags 
Locations: Public state waters only in the Walter F. 
George Reservoir/Lake Eufaula and its navigable tribu- 
taries, south of Alabama Highway 208 at Omaha Bridge 
(excludes Eufaula National Wildlife Refuge). 2022 Dates: 
Sunset August 19, until sunrise October 3. 

Each person receiving an Alligator Possession Tag will 
be allowed to harvest one alligator during the season. An 
8-foot minimum length requirement is in effect for alli- 
gators harvested in the Lake Eufaula Zone. There is no 
minimum length for hunts in the other zones. The use of 
bait is prohibited. All alligator harvests must be immedi- 
ately tagged with the temporary Alligator Possession Tag 
and reported as directed for each Zone. The permanent 
Alligator Possession Tag will be distributed after the hunt 
by Wildlife and Freshwater Fisheries Division personnel. 

Hunting hours are official sunset to official sunrise in the 
Southwest, Coastal, Southeast and West Central Zones. For 
the Lake Eufaula Zone, hunting is allowed both daytime 
and nighttime hours. All Alabama hunting and boating 
regulations must be followed. 

The American alligator (Alligator mississippiensis) is 
the largest reptile in North America and can exceed 14 
feet in length and 1,000 pounds. Known for its prized 
meat and leather, the species was threatened with extinc- 
tion due to unregulated harvest during the 1920s, 30s 
and 40s. No regulations existed in those days to limit the 
number of alligators harvested. In 1938, it is believed that 
Alabama was the first state to protect alligators by outlaw- 
ing these unlimited harvests. Other states soon followed 
and, in 1967, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service placed 
the American alligator on the endangered species list. 
By 1987, the species was removed from the endangered 
species list and the alligator population has continued to 
expand. Its history illustrates an excellent conservation 
success story. 

ADCNR promotes wise stewardship, management and 
enjoyment of Alabama’s natural resources through four 
divisions: Marine Resources, State Lands, State Parks, and 
Wildlife and Freshwater Fisheries.

“To- 
day, we apply more pres- 
sure on the vehicle and 
break the metal because 
of the type of metals being 
used on vehicles. It is all 
done that way for the safety 
of the occupants.” 

Due to the change in ve- 
hicle technology, he said 
the department realized a 
need to update its equip-

ment too. 

“These new tools are 
much more efficient,” 
Parker said. “What was the 
latest and greatest 12 years 
ago is really outdated now. 
These new tools are strong- 
er, faster, and operate off 
battery power.” 

He said all those things 
help the firefighters to do 
their job more effectively 
and efficiently to help those 
in need. 


“This is the newest 
technology, and I hope it 
lasts us at least another 
12 years,” Parker said. 
“Without Derick helping 
us, we would still be using 
outdated equipment.” 

According to Livingston, 
the Firehouse Subs Public 
Safety Foundation to date 
has granted over $3.1 
million to first respond- 
er organizations across 
Alabama. 
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
